REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The Applicant claims a tubular solid oxide fuel cell comprising: a sintered tubular 
anode comprising an electrochemically active metallic substance and an electrolyte 
substance without a distinct pore forming substance, the electrochemically active 
metallic substance consisting essentially of reduced metal oxide an electrolyte disposed 
on a surface of the tubular anode; and a cathode disposed on the electrolyte, wherein a 
thickness of the anode comprises over 50% of a total thickness of the anode, the 
electrolyte, and the cathode.

In the prior art of record, Ruka et al., U.S. Pat. No. 5,916,700, teach a cathode- 
supported fuel cell and it teaches a more than one anode layer. Additionally, it teaches 
nickel in the anode material. Song et al., U.S. Pat. No. 6, 435,565 B1, teach a tubular 
solid oxide fuel cell which is anode supported comprising a pore forming substance 
(carbon). 

However, the prior art of record, taken either alone or in combination, fails to 
disclose or render obvious an anode-supported tubular solid oxide fuel cell comprising: 
a sintered tubular anode without a distinct pore forming substance comprising active 
metallic substance consisting essentially of reduced metal oxide, wherein a thickness of 
the anode comprises over 50% of a total thickness of the anode, the electrolyte, and the 
cathode.
